The Bureau stated temperatures 
ranging from 60 to 68, and averag- 
ing 65, “may interfere with com- 
fort but are not likely to be detri- 
mental to health.”

Objectives of Raid. 

Objectives of the operation: 

The United Nations have an 
agreed offensive policy. In the 
preparation and development of 
such a@ policy the acquisition of the 
fullest possible information con- 
cerning the enemy’s strength and 
dispositions and every other ele- 
ment in the situation affecting the 
conduct of operations against him, 
is a matter of the most fundamen- 


tal importance. 


Such information is available 
from many sources, but it is fre- 
quently the case that facts essen- 
tia] to the successful prosecution 
of offensive operations can only 
be gained by fighting for them. 

The Dieppe operation. must be 
regarded in this light. It was, in 
fact, a reconnaissance in force 
conceived with the important ob- 
ject of obtaining information and 
experience vital to the general of- 
fensive program: 

It was considered most important 
that our forces should have an 
opportunity for practical experi- 
ence in the landing on an enemy- 
occupiéd coast of a large military 
force and in particular in the 
problems arising out of the em- 
ployment in such a force of heavy 
armored fighting vehicles. 

The strategic objectives of the 


operation now have been outlined 


in very general terms. It also had 
what may be termed tactical or 
local objectives involving the de- 
struction of enemy installations in 
the Dieppe area and the infliction 
of as much local damage as pos- 
sible upon the enemy. 

It is impossible to discuss these 
objectives in detail. . : 


Picked Troops. 

The task of carrying out these 
operations against a well-fortified 
and strongly-held coastline was 
one which could be entrusted only 
to troops of a very high standard 
of training and general quality. 

Preliminaries of the operation: 
Before the employment of Cana- 
dian military forces was approved 
by the G. O. C.in-C. First Cana- 
dian Army, (Lieut.-Gen. A. G. L. 
McNaughton), he had satisfied 
himself that the objectives of the 
proposed operation were vital to 
the agreed offensive policy and 
that the means available were like- 
ly to be adequate for the task in 
hand. | 

The planning of the enterprise, 
so far as the Canadian military 
forces were concerned, was di- 
rected by Gen. Roberts, the mil- 
itary force commander. Canadian 
plans were concerted with the 
Chief of Combined Operations 
(Vice-Admiral Lord Louis Mount- 
batten) by Lieut-Gen. H, D. G. 
Crerar, general officer command- 
ing a Canadian corps. 

In all combined operations, 
there ig a force commander for 
each service element involved. At

Some U. S. Rangers. 

In addition to the . Canadian 
forces, the military units employed 
included the Third, Fourth and 
Royal Marine “A” Commandos 
(special service brigade troops), as 
well as small aetachments of 
United States Rangers and Fight- 
ing French troops. 

The naval force participating in- 
cluded no vessels larger than de- 
stroyers and was composed pri- 
marily of various types of landing 
craft and support craft. In addi- 
tion to vessels of the Royal Navy, 
the force included a Polish de- 
stroyer and some Fighting French 
Chasseurs. . 

The air force consisted of units 
from all operational commands of 
the Royal Air Force, from the 
Royal Canadian Air Force, th 
United States Army Air Force, th 
New Zealand Air Force, and 
Polish, Czech, Norwegian, Belgian 
and Fighting French squadrons. 

This operation was most care- 
fully prepared in advance in every 
detail. The officers charged with 
planning the operation had at their 
disposal a great many sources. The 
proposed operation was checked 
on a large-scale model of the area 
to be raided; and when the plans 
were completed a most thorough 
understanding had been established 
between the three services. 


Special Training. 

The forces to be employed in the 
enterprise were subjected to an in- 
tensive special program of com- 
bined operations training. While 
details of this training cannot be 
given, it is possible to state that 
the Canadian military units chosen 
to participate were trained on 
suitable terrain within the United 
Kingdom where conditions could 
be considered to approximate to 
those in which the operation was 
to be conducted. 

Most careful precautions were 
taken for the maintenance of 
secrecy. Special means were used 
to conceal the movement of troops. 
Thanks to the precautions taken 
it is believed that the enemy, in 
spite of the size of the force in- 
volved and the necessary magni- 
tude of the preparations, had no 
information that a specific opera- 
tion against the Dieppe area was 
projected, 

However, in consequence of our 
avowed aggressive policy, he had 
been strengthening his position on 
the French coast generally, and 
during the raid it became clear 
that the enemy had recently 
brought additional troops and guns 
into the Dieppe area. 

This appears to have been done 
as part of a general policy of re- 
inforcement of coastal areas. The 
Germans on the French coast were 
therefore in what may be called a 
state of general alert. 


Dieppe’s Location. 

Topograph of Dieppe area and 
operation plan: 

The town of Dieppe lies at the 
mouth of the River d’Arques, which 
provided a fairly spacious harbor 
lying to the south and east of the 
town. East of the river and har- 


bor is a lofty headland overlooking’ 


the town and a similar headland 
lies immediately to the west. 


On a great part of the coast in || 
this vicinity cliffs make a landing |} 


from the sea virtually impossible, 
but there are areas of low ground 
providing avenues to the interior 
in the vicinity of Puits, a little 
more than a mile to the east of 
the river, and Pourville, situated 
at the mouth of the River Scie, 
about a mile and a half west of 
the town.

The course of the operation: 

The successful of the 
Channel by the force of naval ves- 
sels employed in the operation, 
which were preceded by mine- 
sweepers clearing the way, Was & 
remarkable achievement and was 
accomplished almost wholly with- 
out the knowledge of the enemy. 
The military and naval force 
commanders, Gen. Roberts and 
Capt. Hughes-Hallett, insisted on 
being abodrd the first vessel to 
venture into these dangerous wa- 
ters. Subsequently this same ves- 
sel with the two force commanders 
aboard was the last to leave 
French waters. 

The almost complete achieve- 
ment of surprise during the Chan- 
nel crossing was marred by one 
mishap. 

At 3:30 in the morning the land- 
ing craft carrying No. 3 Commando 
encountered five or six enemy 
armed vessels which were acting 
as escort to a tanker. The pres 
ence of this tanker is itself impor- 
tant evidence that the enemy was

A minor naval engagement re- 
sulted and orders were given to 
the landing craft to scatter to 
avoid the fire of the enemy armed 
trawlers. Escorting Royal Navy 
gunboats succeeded in sinking one 
armed trawler and reports indicate 
that a second was probably de- 
stroyed. 

The remaining enemy craft re- 
treated rapidly up the coast and 
were not seen again during the 
operation, 


Landing Thwarted. 

This unfortunate incident may 
have afforded the German troops 
holding the defenses which were 
the objective on the left flank 
warning of the approach of our 
force. Whether this was the case 
or not, the encounter had the effect 
of preventing the larger part of No. 
38 Commando from landing in the 
Berneval area which was its ob- 
jective. ‘ 

A small detachment of this unit 
did, however, succeed in reaching 
the objective, and the officer in 
command employed his handful of 
men to such good advantage in 
mortar fire and sniping as to inter- 
fere with the fire of the battery. 

At Varengeville, on the opposite 
flank, the operation proceeded ac- 
cording to plan. Here No. 4 Com- 
mando landed successfully, carried 
the enemy battery which was their 
objective, captured prisoners, de- 
stroyed the guns and their ammu- 
nition dumps and subsequently 
withdrew on schedule.

Casino Captured. 

The Royal Hamilton Light In- 
fantry, attacking with great dash, 
had succeeded in capturing the 
casino, which was a prominent fea- 
ture on the front of the town and 
Was most heavily fortified. Strong 
road blocks across the heads of 
the streets leading into the town, 
and the heavy fire brought to bear 
from the houses facing the Hspla- 
nade and beach, were obstacles to 
further progress. 

Nevertheless, small parties of va- 
rious units fought their way into 
the town and penetrated for some 
distance at a number of points. 

On the eastern section of the 
beach in front of the town the ad- 
vance of the Essex Scottish was 
hindered by the enemy’s heavy 
wire obstacles which were covered 
by extremely heavy fire. The men 
of this unit, advancing with great 
courage to close with the enemy, 
were exposed to heavy fire from 
enemy mortars and suffered very 
numerous casualties. 

‘Withdrawal following a raid of 
this sort is always a most difficult 
and dangerous operation; and in 
this instance it was especially so 
as the enemy had succeeded in 
bringing into action a number of 
mobile batteries, mortars and ad- 
ditional infantry. 


Ships Under Heavy Fire. 
Although this enabled him to or- 
ganize very heavy fire on both the 
beaches ‘and the sea approaches, 
and the ships and craft lying off 
Dieppe, in spite of excellent fighter 
cover, suffered sporadic attacks by 
dive bombers, the Navy most gal- 
lantly went into the beaches again 
and again to take off the troops, 
and officers and other ranks of the 
military force ashore performed 
many acts of gallantry in carry- 
ing wounded men to the landing 


During this phase, destroyers 
closed the beaches almost to the 
point of grounding, in orden .to 
support the re-embarkation by fire 
and to pick up survivors. 

The expedition returned to Eng- 
land under an umbrella of air 
force fighter cover which pre- 
vented any serious interference by 
enemy aircraft. In England, dis- 
persal arrangements were most ef- 
ficiently organized by’ the Cana- 
dian headquarters concerned, and 
all returning officers and men were 
given hot food on arrival. The 
wounded were immediately dis- 
patched to the hospital and the re- 
mainder were returned to their 
unit areas,

Numerous cases of gallantry on 
the part of such personnel were re- 
corded, At one point, light craft 
ventured into extremely heavy fire 
to rescue men of the Royal Regi- 
ment of Canada, who were clinging 
to the bottom of an overturned 
landing craft close to the shore. 

Of these rescue craft, one was 
commanded by a Canadian officer, 
and in another a Canadian rating 
and an English rating sacrificed 
their lives to save these soldiers.

Bravery of Men. 


Conduct of the troops: 

Throughout this operation the 
conduct of all ranks of the Cana- 
dian military forces engaged, and 
their determination to capture 
their objectives at whatever cost, 
were beyond all praise. 

Although they came under the 
heaviest forms of artillery, mortar 
and machine-gun fire, and con- 
fronted situations comparable to 
the most dangerous tasks assigned 
to troops in the last war, there 
was not the slightest hesitation, 
and all ranks evinced the keenest 
desire to come to grips with the 
enemy. 3 

Literally hundreds of documents 
relating to this hazardous opera- 
tion now have been examined. In 
not one of these is there the 
slightest suggestion that so much 
as one man of the Canadian Army 
failed in his duty. 

Where all were brave, it is dif- 
ficult and perhaps invidious to 
quote individual cases of gallan- 
try, but two such instances are 
mentioned here merely as exam- 
ples of the manner in which Can- 
adian officers and men maintained 
the traditions of the Canadian 
Army and the honor of their 
country. 

Lieut.-Col. C. C. I, Merritt of the 
South Saskatchewan Regiment 
acted with most distinguished gal- 
lantry throughout the operation. 
When his battalion was held up 
by very hot fire at a bridge on

Lance Sergeant G. E. Hickson of 
the Seventh Field Company, Royal 
Canadian Engineers, was assigned 
to a demolition task in the town 
and landed with the Royal Hamil- 
ton Light Infantry. Ag fire was 
too heavy to move directly to his 
objective, he attached himself to 
an infantry platoon, and when his 
platoon’s officer and senior N. C. 
©.’s were put out of action, took 
command and led them to the 
casino. 

Here he used an explosive 
charge to enter-through the walls 
and reached a large concrete gun 
emplacement, He blew in the steel 
door of the emplacement with an- 
other charge, killing the gun crew, 
and subsequently destroyed the 
six-inch naval gun in the emplace- 
ment as well as two machine guns. 

He then reorganized the remain- 
ing men of the platoon and in 
the face of heavy enemy opposi- 
tion led them into the town as far 
as the church of St. Remy. Only 
when he found his party alone and 
unsupported did he withdraw it to 
the casino. Subsequently he was 
among the last men to be evacu- 
ated from the be 

Such deeds as 
remembered. 

Results of the operation: 

It has already been made clear 
that comparatively little can be 
said at present concerning the re- 
sults of the raid. The operation 
is still being most carefully studied 
with a view to extracting from it 
every possible lesson which may 
assist us in future operations and 
the value of the experience gained 
at Dieppe will appear only in the 
future course of the war. 

At the present time, no public 
analysis of the lessons learned is 
possible without giving assistance 
to the enemy. Certain points of 
importance can, however, be made 
here. 

A large naval. force crossed the 
channel and approached the French 
coast. Protected, by powerful air 
support, it remained off that coast 
for many hours, with the loss of 
but one destroyer and a number 
of small landing craft. This was 
a magnificent achievement.

Dedicated to Capt. Colin Kelly 


Hero’s Parents Look on as His Portrait Is 


Unveiled—Lovett Tells Workers of Their 
Product’s Effectiveness. 


The new airplane gun turret 
plant of Emerson Electric Co. was 
dedicated yesterday afternoon to 
the memory of America’s first hero 


in this war, Capt. Colin P. Kelly 


Jr., whose parents and sister at- 
tended the ceremonies as special 


guests. 

A crowd of several thousand per- 
sons, including plant employes and 
their families, sat on the factory 
lawn at 8100 West Florissant av- 
enue and witness the program. 
Principal speaker was R. A. Lovett, 
Assistant Secretary of War, and 
the affair ended with the unveiling 


Jof a large oil painting of Capt. 


Kelly, killed last Dec. 10 shortly 
after the bomber he piloted had 
sunk the Japanese battleship 
Haruna. 

The young flyer’s family, who 
came to St. Louis from their home 
in Madison, Fla., for the dedication, 
pronounced the painting the “best 
we've ever seen of him.” The por- 
trait, painted by the New York 
artist, Deane Keller, depicts Capt. 
Kelly in flying togs as he is leav- 
ing a bomber. It is a large work, 
about five feet square, and will 
hang in the main office of the tur- 
ret plant. 

Family Sits on Platform. 

The Kelly family took no part in 
the proceedings other than to sit 
on the platform. At their own re- 
quest they were not introduced to 
the crowd. The parents were ac- 
companied by their only other 
child, Miss Emy Kelly, 22 years old. 

After reading from the official 
report of Capt. Kelly’s heroism, 
Lovett told the workers: 

“You men and women have a 
special, personal irfterest in the 
type of plane Kelly flew. They 
carry your turrets.” 

He cited two instances of the 
performance of American B-17s 
(Flying Fortress bombers) over 
Europe. On Aug. 21, he said, nine 
B-17s were attacked over Holland 
by 20 or 30 Messerchmitt 109Fs 
and Focke-Wulf 190s, Germany’s 
newest fighter. 
Bhot down two FW 190s and four 
probables. All the American planes 
returned safely to their base. 

On Sept. 7 a flight of 24 B-17¢ 
bombed targets at Rotterdam. All 
returned to their base in England 
after shooting down 12 enemy 
planes definitely and 10 probables, 
Lovett reported. - 

Lovett quoted a Royal Air Force 
squadron leader who observed the 
bombing by B-17s during the 
Dieppe raid, as follows: “The ef- 
fect of their bombs (B-17s) was 
quite the most accurate any of 
us have seen so far—really 
astounding. Your lads got every- 
thing they aimed at.” 

Gun Turrets Play Part. 

The B-17, which Lovett said is 
now “the subject of close study 
by startled experts on both sides 
of the English Channel,” owes a

At the .same time he warned 
against false hopes, predicting 
that the enemy will eventually 
learn better tactics for fighting the 
Fortresses, “and as time goes on 
our losses will inevitably mount.” 

Lovett said the war will not be 
won by “machines and gadgets,” 
but by “human beings, and it is 
going to take brains and guts and 
suffering to do the job.” He 
praised the idea of a factory as 
a memorial for Capt. Kelly.

'\What St. Louisans Say 

About Having Their Income 
Cut to $25,000 a Year 


High-Bracket Men Are More Inclined to 
Favor Than to Criticise Roosevelt’s : 
, Proposal 


St. Louis high-income men are 
more inclined to favor than to 
criticise President Roosevelt’s pro- 
posal for limiting individual in- 
comes to $25,000 net after payment 
of taxes. - 

Of those whose opinions on the 
proposed limit were sought by a 
Post-Dispatch reporter, the great- 
er part preferred not to make 
statements for publication with 
their names; but some of these re- 
marked that they expected to take 
what might come in the way of 
necessary wartime regulations, and 
were not complaining. Only one as- 
sailed the proposal as “impractical 
and unwise.” 

The men questioned, including 
those quoted, have been mentioned 
in published lists of the Treasury 
Department, or the Securities and 
Exchange Commission, as having 
received more than $50,000 incomes 
from corporations in 1940 or 1941. 

Edgar M. Queeny, president of 
Monsanto Chemical Co., said: “No 
one can have any legitimate objec- 
tion to wartime limitation of ‘indi- 
vidual incomes to $25,000, provided 
this limitation ends with the cessa- 
tion of hostilities, when the nation 
will again need the stimulus of in- 
dividua] initiative and willingness 
to take capital risks.” 

William McClellan, board chair- 
man of Union Electric Co. of Mis- 
souri: “The national administration 
has tremendous problems to han- 
dle, and it is the business of every- 
one of us to go along. If they think 
this necessary, we must support 
them.” 
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Adolphus Busch III, president of 
Anheuser-Busch, Inc.: “The thing 
that matters is to win the war, and 
to do it as soon as we can. It is 
better to cut down on spending 
now, and win the war, than to lose 
everything we have.” 

Donald L. Barnes, president of 
the St. Louis Browns and of the 
Public Loan Corporation, took «a 
like view. 


“We have all got to do whatever 
is necessary to win the war, 
whether it suits our convenience 
or not,” Barnes said. “We shall be 
glad to meet this requirement if it 
helps America to win.” 


Carl S. Lawton, president of 
Lawton-Byrne-Bruner Insurance 
Agency Co., qualified his approval 
by a question as to the meaning of 
the word “net.” 


“If the President means,” Law- 
ton said, “that a man will have 
$25,000 to take home and use for 
support of his family, I, for one, 
will be tickled to death. It is more 
than I would need. But I don't 
know whether ‘net’ means $25,000 
over taxes only, or whether allow- 
ance is made for interest on in- 
debtedness, for losses and for con- 
tributions, as in the case of income 
tax returns. I hear others ask the 
same question.” 

One man expressed the view that 
the chief effect of the limitation 
on incomes would be to curtail 
contributions to charitable and 
educational objects; for this reason 
he doubted the wisdom of such 
limitation, 


reached a point where demands 
could not be met. William Grant- 
man, manager, said some program 
of fair distribution to customers 
would have to be worked out.

ELECTRIC BULBS CUT BY WPB 
FROM 3500 TO 1700 TYPES 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 18 (AP).— 
More than half of the various 
types of electric light bulbs and 
lamps now manufaciured were or- 
dered eliminated by the War Pro- 
duction Board today, effective 
Nov.. 1. 

Altthough the order will not re- 
sult in curtailing the total bulb 
production, WPB said it would re- 
duce the number of types made 
from 3500 to 1700. Lamps for which 
there is no present essential de- 
mand, and bulbs for which suitable 
substitutes are available, will be 
discontinued. 

Thus, the common household 
electric light bulb formerly made in 
voltages of 110, 115, 120, 125 and 
130 will, after Nov. 1, be made only 
in the 115, 120 and 125-volt types. 
These proved satisfactory for most 
household uses, WPB said. Like- 
wise, 50-watt and 75-watt lamps 
will no longer be made on the 
ground the lamps in wattages of 
15, 25, 40, 60 and 100 are satisfac- 
tory. 

Use of colors in lamps also was 
restricted by the order, which per- 
mits manufacture of only red, blue 
and green bulbs. 7

Land Fighting. 

The assault obviously was de- 
livered with a view to relieving 
pressure on the Australian forces 
fighting the Japanese near the 
Village of Ioribaiwa, on the south- 
ern slopes of the Owen Stanley 
Mountains. 

The fighting in that area, which 
the Japanese reached Wednesday 
after an eight-mile advance, ap- 
parently had abated somewhat in 
intensity, the Allied communique 
describing the action as sporadic. 

A spokesman at Allied headquar- 
ters, however, said that both sides 
were busily maneuvering for posi- 
tion, and it appeared probable that 
the lull would be short-lived. 

Australians were reported coun- 
tering Japanese tactics with their 
own flanking movements and in- 
filtration and this was taken here 
to mean a stiffening of resistance 
against the invader. 

Aussies Win Skirmish. 


Typical of the sporadic fighting 
which replaced the heavier com- 
bat was one jungle skirmish in 
which the Australians said they 
killed at least 40 Japanese and 
forced the remaining members of 
the enemy units to flee. There 
were no Australian losses, it was 
said. 
The Japanese spearhead at Tori- 
baiwa is approximately 90 miles 
southwest of Buna, where the in- 
vaders established a base late in 
July, All the supplies to feed their 
overland push toward Port Mores- 
by flow through that base, being 
brought there by ship from upper 
New Guinea or from New Britain. 

loribaiwa is some eight miles 
south of Efogi where the Japanese 
were held for a week. The new 
thrust places the enemy only 12 
miles from Itikinuma, a rubber 
plantation whence a hard-surface 
road winds down to Port Moresby 
on the southern coast. 

Raids on New Britain. 


New Britain was subjected to a 
new assault by Allied heavy bomb- 
ers, which set fires visible for 30 
miles in a sharp night attack on 
Rabaul, Gen. MacArthur’s head- 
quarters disclosed. Wharves were 
bombed, explosions were touched 
off in buildings and supply dumps 
and a number of grounded enemy 
aircraft were destroyed, the com- 
munique said. 

The assault was followed up by 
an early morning attack by an 
Allied air unit, 

Gasmata, another Japanese base 
on New Britain, was reported 
bombed simultaneously with un- 
observed results. 

There was no mention of any 
Japanese air activity anywhere in 
the New Guinea theater with the 
exception of a raid on Port Mores- 
by .by a single enemy plane under 
cover of ess.

T is more than six weeks 

since the Germans first 

crossed the Don River with- 
in 50 miles of Stalingrad and 
with comparatively open steppe 
country ahead of them. At that 
time some foreign observers in 
Moscow believed that if the 
Soviet forces could hold the city 
until Sept. 1, they would do well. 

Undoubtedly Adolf Hitler’s 
schedule called for taking the 
city even earlier. Thus with 
battered Stalingrad still resist- 
ing desperately, Field Marshal 
Fedar von Bock appears to be 
at least three weeks behind 
time. 

Stalingrad has cost the Ger- 
mans far more in casualties, in 
tanks and planes than anyone 
could have imagined a few 
weeks ago. It has delayed the 
Nazis perhaps sufficiently to 
prevent them from making a 
real offensive against Moscow 
before winter. That in itself 
would be a notable contribution, 
but Stalingrad still is vitally 
important and so is the Volga. 
The fighting there will almost 
surely be of unprecedented fury 
in the days directly ahead. 
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NAZI RADIO BUSY 
TRYING TO EXPLAIN 


By the Associated Press. 

The German radio sought today 
to explain why Stalingrad has not 
fallen, indicating some impatience 
among the people over the delay 
in annotncing that confidently ex- 
pected triumph. 

“The opinion which might be 
aired by amateur circles that op- 
erations in Stalingrad are pro- 
gressing but slowly is due to the 
fact that this town is extremely 
well fortified, according to mili- 
tary experts,” said a broadcast 
DNB news agency dispatch. 
“Competent quarters stressed 
that the attack is going slowly be- 
cause it is the aim of the German 
command to save as many forces 
as possible,” the explanation con- 
tinued. It concluded: 

“It was declared in Wilhelm- 
strasse (German Government 
quarters) this evening that the 
destiny of Stalingrad is no longer 
in any doubt.” 

The explanation indicated that 
Hitler’s whole 1942 campaign may 
have been thrown behind schedule 
by the Russians’ prolonged defense 
of the Volga city. 

The British Exchange Telegraph 
reported from Zurich Wednesday 
night that the German propa- 
ganda ministry had informed cor- 
respondents to expect a_ special 
announcement from Hitler’s head. 
quarters, presumably dealing with 
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German 

paths through the enemy mine 
fields, barbed wire systems and 
fire points was followed by an in- 
fantry advance in several sectors. 
Russian troops moved forward 
swiftly from the south and east, 
the dispatch said, and occupied 
several positions around Nazi-be- 
sieged Voronezh.

A plan which the Terminal Rail- 
road Association proposed in 1930 
for removing tracks on the East 
Side and rerouting trains across 
the Douglas MacArthur Bridge was 
substantially the same as that 
which the city now advocates, but 
which the Terminal has refused to 
accept, Director of Public Utilities 
Max H. Doyne testified today at 
the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion’s hearing at Hotel Coronado. 

At that time, Doyne said, the 
Terminal went so far as to obtain 
certificates of convenience, for op- 
erating under the plan, from the 
I. C. C. and the Illinois Commerce 
Commission, and, in addition, spent 
three million dollars in carrying 
out parts of the plan on the East 
Side. 

He declared this included the re- 
building of some tracks, construc- 
tion of an underpass, building of 
an -approach to the MacArthur 
Bridge, grading of certain rights- 
of-way and the preparation of a 
site for a new union station in Kast 
St.. Louis. 

The city’s plan, which also re- 
quires the removal of the elevated 
tracks on the St. Louis riverfront, 
is less costly and makes for less 
crowding on some railroad lines 
than the 1930 proposal of the 
Terminal, Doyne said. 

That called for use of the New 
York Central Lines tracks over 
what is known as the Venice route 
“for bringing trains into St. Louis 
from the north, the witness said. 

The city, instead, advocates the 
use of the outer: belt of Terminal 
Railroad tracks and about one 
mile of Pennsylvania Railroad 
tracks for such routing, Doyne 
said, but he added that either of 

the routing plans would meet with 

approval. . 

- Direct examination of Doyn 

was ended before the noon recess 

and cross-examination began this 
afternoon. 
Concern by Ickes Reported, 

In a brief statement this morn- 
ing, George A. Moskey, chief coun- 
sel of the National Park Service, 
said that Secretary of Interior 
Harold L. Ickes was seriously con- 
cerned in regard to the removal 
of the elevated tracks on the river- 
front, believing that the memorial 
would be seriously impaired if 
they were not taken down. 

Carleton S. Hadley, chief counsel 
for the Terminal, attempted to 
have Moskey stipulate that Con- 
gress had not appropriated funds 
for completion of the memorial 
and that final plans for the.memo- 
rial had not been drawn up. 

Moskey refused both requests. 
He said the question about comple- 
tion plans would be answered by 
Julian C. Spotts, National Park 
supervisor of the riverfront memo- 

rial, when he testifies for the city 
later in the hearing. , 

Doyne probably will occupy the 
witness stand for several days, being 
the city’s chief witness. He is 
being examined by Associate City 
Counselor Forrest C. Ferris Jr., 
utilities expert, under the direction 
of City Counselor Joseph F. Hol- 
land. Also present are other mem-. 
bers of the city’s legal staff. Mayor 
William Dee Becker attended the 
opening of the hearing yesterday 
but left soon thereafter. 

Preceding the session today, Ex- |. 
aminer Mattingly and all interested 
parties made a tour of inspection 
of the present route used by the 
railroads over the elevated tracks, 
and also were taken by train over 
areas of the East Side involved in 
the controversy. 

Maps Introduced. 

Twenty maps and blueprints were 
ir troduced in evidence yesterday as 
the city’s case got under way, and 
in Room 5 of the hotel, rented by 
the city for the duration of the 
hearing, are stacked foot-high col- 
umns of additional documentary 
eyidence. The Terminal has rented 
Dining Room i, and its officers 
and lawyers hold their caucuses 
there during recesses. 

Doyné. testified yesterday that 
the.city’s plan is wholly practical 
from an engineering viewpoint, 
would cost not more than $935,068, 
and would not interfere with the 
movement of freight between North 
and South St. Louis; such service, 
in fact, would be improved, he said. 

A further argument for removal 
of the elevated, especially cogent

it would yield four ‘million pounds 
of scrap steel. 

Another “war” argument for 
proceeding with the city’s propo- 
sal, he went on, is that the rerout-

a - Explosives Discussed. 

The present practice of routing 

railroad cars filled with high ex- 
plosives or gasoline or oil through 
the Eads tunnel, beneath down- 
town St. Louis, could also be avoid- 
ed, he said, since the city plan 
contemplates construction of a new’ 
freight line from the Terminal’s 
yards at Madison to the east ap- 
proaches to the MacArthur Bridge, 
making the new line available for 
such dangerous cargoes. 
_ “Would such an explosion in the 
Eads tunnel blow up a part of 
the downtown area?” Doyne was 
asked by ‘Ferris. 

“I would. hesitate to predict 
what would happen,” Doyne re 
plied, shaking his head.

ON EAST COAST 
OF MADAGASCAR 


Land After Shelling Tam- 
atave — Inland Forces 
Reported 75 Miles 

From Tananarive. 


LONDON, Sept. 18 (AP).—A 
strong new British force has land- 
ed on the east coast of Madagas- 
car and occupied the port of Tama- 
tave after some French resistance, 
the British East Africa command 
announced today. 

Tamatave is 130 miles northeast 
of Tananarive; the island’s inland 
capital, and the first British beach- 
head on the east coast. The new 
landing came after the French 
colony had turned down British 
terms for an armistice. 

Both British and French radio 
reports from the island had an- 
nounced the otcupation of Tama- 
tave, but the communiq e was the 
first disclosure that it was taken 
by newly landed forces rather than 
by an offshot of the columns mov- 
ing toward Tananarive through the 
interior. 

. Brief Naval Bombardment. 

Tamatave, Madagascar’s princi- 
pal commercial seaport, was said 
to have fallen into British hands 
with little damage although it un- 
derwent a brief naval bombard- 
ment. One of the main railways 
on the island links Tamatave to 
Tananarive. 

All the previous landings—three 
with which the new invasion be- 
gan a week ago yesterday and a 
fourth this week—were on the 
Madagascar west coast, across the 
Mozambique channel from south- 
east Africa. The only previous 
British foothold on Madagascar 
was at Diego Suarez, naval sta- 
tion at the northern tip, which 
was captured last May. 

Although earlier broadcasts said 
that the British entered Tamatave 
this morning after the French had 
withdrawn in the night, the com- 
munique disclosed that “an envoy 
sent ashore to secure peaceful oc- 

cupation of the town was received 
with fire.” 

It said a strong landing force 
Was put ashore quickly, however, 
and the town surrendered “after a 
few shells had been directed at 
the defenses by his Majesty’s war- 
ships.”

British forces marching.on Tan- 
anarive from the west coast land- 
ings have pressed south of An- 
dreba, about 100 miles northeast of 
the capital, after fighting  “suc-

PLANE CARRIER 
COMES INTO OWN

HE announcement of the loss 
T- the U. S. S. Yorktown will 

will be very likely to start a 
new wave of hysterical criticism 
against the aircraft carrier as a 
naval type. Certainly experience 
has shown existing carriers, of 
pre-war design, especially the old- 
er ones, to be extremely vulner- 
able. Of the older British car- 
riers, only Furious remains. All 
the others—Courageous, Glorious, 
Eagle and Hermes—have been lost, 
together with the newer Royal 
Oak. Half of the Japanese carrier 
force has been wiped out, though 
it is possible that one or two of 
the newer ships reported sunk 
were only damaged. Our Lexing- 
ton as well as the Yorktown are 
gone. 
We should remember that the 
carrier is comparatively a new de-: 
velopment in naval construction, a 
type which never before has met 
the test of war. It is, therefore, 
not unnatural that the loss should 
be heavy at first, especially among 
the older ships. It will be noted 
that the carriers of later design 
have stood up better—as witness 
the terrific pounding which H. M. 
S. Illustrious survived. Of carriers 
of recent design, only Ark Royal 
and Yorktown have been lost on 
our side, besides an uncertain 
number of Japanese casualties. 
Against this we should weigh 
some of the accomplishments of 
carrier-based planes. The great 
raid on the Italian fleet at Taran- 
to, the naval victory of Cape 
Matapan, the destruction of the 
Bismarck, the air reinforcement 
of Malta, the battles of the Coral 
Sea and Midway Island, and the 
recapture of the Southeastern Solo- 
mons, were all operations in which 
carrier-based aviation played a ma- 
jor and in some cases a decisive 
role. Pearl Harbor, on the enemy’s 
side of the ledger, was almost en- 
tirely a carrier battle, and many 
of the subsequent Japanese am- 
phibious operations have been sup- 
ported by the planes of their car 
riers. 

The great virtue of the carrier 
is that it gives naval aviation a 
quality in which, in common with 
land aviation, it is otherwise defi- 
cient—strategical mobility. It en- 
ables planes to go wherever ships 
can go. Of particular importance 
is the fact that it enables planes 
of essential types, but of limited 
radius of action—fighters and dive 
bombers—to be present where and 
when they are needed. 


The old idea that carrier-based 
planes could not operate success- 
fully against land-based aviation 
has been pretty well exploded by 
the experience of the Solomon 
Islands, where it is evident that 
our carrier-based fighters left very 
little to be desired and where the 
air support of the landing by all 
types of carrier-based aviation has 
been described as well nigh per- 
fect. This tells a very different 
story from that of the British in- 
vasion of Norway, on which this 
fallacious idea had very largely 
been founded without regard for 
the fact that in the Norwegian 
campaign old carriers of small ca- 
pacity operating planes of anti- 
quated and unsuitable design were 
all the British had to depend on. 

It seems likely that the aircraft 
carrier is just beginning its career 
as a unit of the world’s navies. 
The experience of war is teaching 
designers what to avoid as well 
as what to do. We shall prob-

COMING CRISIS IN MANPOWER. 
We are running head on toward the worst internal 
crisis since Peat! Harbor and only prompt action 
in Washington can avert it. This is the onrushing 
shortage in manpower. Already seriously interfer- 
ing with production for war purposes, this man- 
power shortage threatens to cripple the national 
war effort. | | 
These are strong words, but they are fully justified. 
We have already permitted things to drift too long. 
To fail to take resolute hold without longer delay 
will be to run a risk so grave that no one should 
be willing to contemplate the consequences. 

' The United States Employment Service found as 
long ago as last May that in a list of 627 occupations 
essential to war production, 165, or 81 per cent, 
were confronted by shortages of manpower. In 
almost. half of these under-manned occupations, the 
shortages ran to 1000 or more—that is, there were 
1000 or more jobs for every man to fill them. 

The farmers have been doubly hard hit. On the 
one hand, their young men have been taken into the 
Army through the Selective Service Act. On the 
other, much farm manpower has been attracted to 
the war production centers by’ the relatively high 
wages paid in industry. Here is the warning 
sounded by W. T. Foley, editor of The Farmer, 8t. 
Paul, Minn., at a manpower conference of farm 
and business leaders in Chicago this week: 


Many farms won't be worked at all next year 
and others only half worked because of the short- 


age of farm help. | 

Farmers have been able to get by through 
working 12, 14 or 18 hours a day and by using 
mechanical equipment. But things are going to 
be different from now on. 

This year farmers produced the largest crops 
in history. But I don’t believe there will be an 
unmarried man on a Minnesota farm by the 
first of the year. 

If the national welfare means strip the fa 
of labor, O K, but if food is essential in winni 
the war, then something must be done immedi- 
ately to relieve the farm labor situation. 


Of course food is essential in winning the war. 
Farm products are needed, however, not only for 
food but for many other war uses. Grains, for ex- 
ample, are being employed in the synthetic rubber 
program. It is altogether possible than a new and 
vast demand for grain is in the making in the search 
for a substitute for natural rubber. Meantime, war- 
time industry draws on agriculture in a thousand 
ways. If the efficiency and production of our farms 
are hobbled by labor depletion, the war effort suffers 
accordingly. 

So far, it is to be remembered, we have put fewer 
than 5,000,000 men into our armed forces. How 
many men will ultimately be taken into the Army 
and Navy no one knows, but it is not uncommon for 
leaders to talk in terms of 10,000,000 men and even 
more. If we remember that 16 men are needed at 
home to sustain one fighting man at the front, we 
see how the problem of manpower on the home front 
grows with the increase of manpower in the armed 
forces. 

All this means that we must face the complicated 
manpower problem and face it now. To date the 
War Manpower Commission, headed by Paul V. Mc- 
Nutt has done little more than call attention to con- 
ditions and watch them grow progressively worse. 
What we need is a broad-gauged attack in Congress 
which will take an over-all view of manpower. 

This may well mean the enactment of a law that 
will give the Government authority to move workers 
around in industry and agriculture as they are 
needed, just as it moves soldiers and sailors accord- 
ing to military needs. It is hard to see how any- 
thing less will be adequate. 

Here is something that will not wait until “after 
the election.” Every hour that passes brings us 
closer to a manpower crisis. - 
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NEWS CENSORSHIP IN INDIA? 

What is the situation in India? Americans may 
well wonder, since relatively. little is coming out in 
the way of news these days. The absence of de- 
tailed reports may mean that the civil disobedience 
campaign has quieted down. On the other hand, it 
may mean that the censorship is so tight as to 
amount to virtual suppression of the truth as to 
what is going on. 

Lieut. Gen. Joseph Stilwell, the American com- 
mander for China, Burma and India, said at New 
Delhi recently that “the political situation in India 
is affecting the military situation by interfering 
with transportation.” This is a serious result and 
if our position is being jeopardized, it is a mistake 
to keep the situation from the American people. 

We may be sure the Japanese know the score in 
India, After the ease with which they won over 
Malaya and Burma, there can be no question that 
they have their agents in the Burma side of India. 
The one best protection against Japanese infiltration 
is to give the Indians something to fight for—a stake 
in the war. 

It is no help to an international understanding of 
the situation to keep the truth under wraps. Let's 
have the full facts about India, all the time. 
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UPON WHAT MEAT DOTH CAESAR FEED? 

Nobody will dispute the fact that James Caesar 
Petrillo has been working overtime in living up 
to his middle name while ruthlessly guiding hig 
regimented musicians’ union down the juggernaut 
path. In fact, it is not over-indulgence in fanciful 
whimsy to opine that Shakespeare was acutely 
prescient when he wrote: “If Caesar can hide the 
sun from us with a blanket, or put the moon in his 
pocket, we will pay him tribute for light.” 

This modern Caesar of the musicians hasn't pock- 
eted the meon yet, but he certainly has bagged 
the air waves. Children’s bands, orchestras and 
choirs, even the Army and Navy bands, have been 
ruled off the air at a wave of his hand. Recently 
he added musical records and transcriptions to the 
list. ' 

A congressional committee heard Elmer Davis, 
head of the OWI, charge yesterday that Petrillo’s bar 
against musical records and transcriptions is a 
threat to the wartime national system of communica- 
tion. Davis went to the heart of the matter when 
he testified Petrillo’s order halted the making of 
records necessary for more than 150 small radio 
stations to keep their audiences. Shutting down of 
these stations might “seriously hamper the work for 
which OWI was established, of informing the people 
about the status and progress of the war effort 
and the war policies, activities and aims of this 
government.”

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THE FARM BLOC TRIES A FAST ONE. | 
Everybody cheered the President’s Labor day 
demand for a brake on inflation through wage and 
farm price stabilization. However, among all those 
hosannas, there were a few off-key, a few bellowed 
with crossed fingers. These came for the most 
part from the professional farm bloc leaders who 


kept right on hoping that they could continue to 


play the old game at the old stand. 


They are out in the open now. Just as soon as| 


the Wagner-Brown bill, giving the President‘ the 
necessary anti-inflationary powers, was introduced, 
Representative Steagall offered what is in effect a 
counterproposal and which, among other things, 
would change the definition of parity. Senator 
Bankhead yesterday was preparing an amendment 
to the Wagner-Brown Dill to the same effect. 

What these farm bloc leaders now want is a for- 
mula which would include farm labor costs in the 
calculation of parity prices. This, because labor 
costs have gone up in recent months and now 
would have the effect of raising parity prices. Thus, 
while the bloc would allow the President to fix 
prices at 100 instead of 110 per cent of parity, their 
new formula would make this a hollow and, for 
them, painless operation. 

At that, there might be something in their argu- 
ment had they insisted on the inclusion of labor 
costs in the parity formula in years past. But they 
wouldn’t hear of it then. Why? Because farm 
labor costs actually were lower than in the 1909-14 
parity period and théir inclusion in the formula 
would have taken somie of the gravy out of the bowl. 

The President’s request for a grant of power in 
this connection may, perhaps, have been subject 
to misinterpretation, but he has now made it clear 
that he wants no part of the new farm bloc formula. 
It’s a case of sauce for the goose being sauce for 
the gander. He can be sure of popular support in 
this position. The people want inflation controls 
without any hocus-pocus in fine print. 
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WASHINGTON SALUTES CHINESE VALOR. 

Secretary of State Hull’s tribute to China on the 
eve of the eleventh anniversary of Japan's inva- 
sion of Manchuria follows President Roosevelt's 
own tribute to Chinese courage in the letter which 
accompanied the lease-lend report this week. To- 
gether they go a long way to repair the slights to 
China in recent official méssages and acts in Wash- 
ington. 2 

These slights obviously were not intentional. None- 
theless, they hurt the feelings of a valiant and brave 
ally—the first of the United Nations to be assaulted 
by an Axis member. Chungking may rest assured 
in the words of Mr. Hull of the American deter- 
mination to “defeat and destroy” the war lords of 
Japan. Pearl Harbor made them our enemies as 
much as those of the Chinese. 
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GOV. GREEN'S TAX PROPOSAL. 

In his primary campaign in 1940 and again in the 
general election campaign of that year, Dwight H. 
Green promised that he would, if elected Governor, 
work to remove the Illinois sales tax from food. 

Mr. Green was elected Governor and he has kept 
his word to the extent of sponsoring an amendment 
for submission to the voters of Illinois Nov. 3. But 
this is only the start of the battle if the Governor in- 
tends to make good on his pledge. His amendment 
will be adopted only if there is a vigorous campaign 
led by Mr. Green himself, with the prestige of his 
office fully in the campaign. , 

This ig not because voters will be against freeing 


food from the sales tax. It is because the Illinois 


Constitution provides that failure to vote on a con- 
stitutional amendment is in effect a vote against 
the amendment. Habitually constitutional amend- 
ments fail to pass in Illinois because they do not 
receive a majority vote of all those who go to the 
polls. | 

Is Gov. Green as strong now for his plan to exempt 
food as he was two years ago? The Democratic plat- 
form in Illinois approved the Green amendment, but 
the Republican platform only “commended” it to the 
“earnest attention” of the electorate, Perhaps here 
is some key to the failure of the Illinois Governor 
to roll up his sleeves and go to work in the hard- 
hitting way that passage requires.

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NLRB REBUKES WESTERN CARTRIDGE CO. 

Union employes of the Western Cartridge Co. at 
East Alton came in for sharp and deserved censure 
last week when they halted war production before 
the determination of a case involving the reinstate- 
ment of a union member. 

Now it is the company’s turn to be criticised and 
no less sharply than the workers. The NLRB has 
announced a decision against the company which 
finds that the employers violated the Wagner Act: 
First, by discriminatory discharge of an employe 
more than a year ago; second, by dominating and 
interfering with the formation and administration 
of the Western Cartridge. Employes’ Independent 
Union for more than five years; and third, by gen- 
erally interfering with its employes in their rights 
to join labor unions and to bargain collectively. 

This is a record which shows the East Alton 

company to have been an anti-union concern. The 
time for debate on the organization of its employes 
is long since past. The Wagner Act is the labor 
law of the land, upheld by the United States Su- 
preme Court in a decision written, be it remem- 
bered, by Charles Evans Hughes. The Western 
Cartridge Co. has no course but to coniply. It should 
no more incite its employes to interference with the 
war effort ttfiin those employes should leave their 
posts to win their point. 
The ammunition produced at Western is needed 
in an all-out war. Nothing less than full co-oper- 
ation between employer and employes will be enough 
now.

HE so-called silver bloc in Congress is 

coming in for more and more mention 

in the papers, practically all of it’ un- 
favorable, There are good reasons for all 
this nose-holding comment, and here they 
are: 

The silver bloc comprises, actively in most 
cases and passively in a few, all the Sen- 
ators from the states of Arizona, California, 
Colerado, Idaho, Minnesota, Montana, Neva- 
da; New Mexico, North Dakota, Oklahoma, 
Oregon, South Dakota, Wisconsin and 
Wyoming. 

These Senators habitually swap votes 
with other Senate factions, most notably 
the farm bloc, with a view to keeping the 
silver producers in their states in the posi- 
tion of pampered pets of the United States 
Government, 

The official watcher over the welfare-plus 
of the silver producers is the Senate Special 
Silver Committee, made up of Senator 
Elmer Thomas (Dem.) of Oklahoma, as 
chairman, and Senators Sheridan Downey 
» (Dem.) of California, E. C. Johnson (Dem.) 
of Colorado, P. A. McCarran (Dem.) of 
Nevada, C. L. McNary (Rep.) of Oregon, 
J. E. Murray (Dem.) of Montana, Henrik 
Shipstead (Rep.) of Minnesota, and John 
Thomas (Rep.) of Idaho. : 


This committee dates back to 1935, the 
year after the passage of the Silver Pur- 
chase Act, which requires the United States 
Treasury to go on buying silver in such 
quantity as to obtain and maintain 25 per 
cent of our combined stock of gold and 
silver in the form of silver. Since we also 
buy gold at an inflated price, the Treasury 
by this act and the gold purchase law is 
sentenced to buy gold and silver forever. 

The Treasury, further, has to pay 71.11 
cents per ounce for silver produced in this 
country, while it is forbidden to sell silver 
at less than $1.29 per ounce. 

The war is now upon us, and growing 
more 80 each day. We are hard up for tin 
and copper, for both of which metals silver 
can substitute in a variety of uses. 

Buried at West Point are, at this writing, 
1,861,000,000 ounces of silver which is neith- 
er Pango nor pledged against silver certifi- 
ca 
production is 70,000,000 ounces—all of which 
under the present policy the Treasury has 
to buy and soak away at West Point. 

This loose silver could be put to war uses, 
thus helping out greatly in the war short- 
ages of copper and tin. It could go into

torpedoes, planes, tanks, ships, guns and 
trucks. 

The Treasury claims to have “lease-lent” 
110,565,715 ounces of the stuff for war pur- 
poses, but there is a catch in that claim. 
The catch is that the silver thus “lease- 
lent” is not to be used up. It is to be used 
only’ in chemical or other processes which 
will keep the silver intact or restorable, so 
that it can be given back to the Treasury 
and re-interred at West Point after the war. 

This alone would be tough enough on 
the war effort, but there is still another 
angle. 

The nation’s jewelers, silversmiths and 
other users of silver in manufacturing 
goods for civilians have always been pretty 
substantial taxpayers. Substantial and 
continuous taxpayers are what the United: 
States Treasury needs worst of all just 
now, and wil] need for years to come.

The War Production Board has now is- 
sued orders which in effect cut these people 
off from buying foreign silver.

In the face of all this, the silver bloc 
refuses to budge an inch, It will not con- 
sent to the release of silver for genuine 
war uses; it will not consént to the relief 
of the silver trades from the threat of early 
bankruptcy. The American Retail Jew- 
elers’ Association has just asked the Pres- 
ident to issue an order making some of the 
Treasury's buried hpard of free and unen- 
cumbered silver available for industry. 

The talk is—we hope it’s wrong, but up 
to now it hasn’t been proved so—that the 
President will take no such action prior 
to the November elections, and may do 
nothing about it even after that. 

The silver bloc’s handful of Western sil- 
ver-producer constituents certainly owe the 
silver bloc a debt of gratitude.

Today Col. Nakao Yahagi, chief 
of the Japanese Army press sec- 
tion, was quoted in a Domei news 
agency broadcast dispatch as say- 
ing that “so long as the Soviet 
Union keeps strictly to the neutral- 
ity treaty between Japan and Rus- 
sia, nothing untoward can happen 
in the north.” 

At the same time he declared 
that the United States, Britain and 
China were attempting to. incite 
Russia against Japan, and he 
noted that the U. S. 8S. R. “still 
maintains an army several scores 
of thousands strong in Siberia” 
and has mined Siberian coastal 
waters. 

As for the anniversary, the Col- 
onel said that Manchoukuo had 
wiped out all but a thousand 


' “Manchurian bandits” — actually 


Chinese patriots—and “is making 
her presence felt in the north 
without the slightest menace from 
within.” 

The Japanese army seized Muk- 
den, then the Manchurian capital, 
just 11 years ago: Five months 
later, after further war operations, 
the three Northeastern provinces 
of China—Fengtien, Kirin and 
Hellung-kiang, along with Jehol, 
Were proclaimed an’ “independent 
state” and named Manchoukuo. 

At Hsinking, now capital of the 
Puppet state, Col. Hasegawa, a 
spokesman for the Kwangtung 
army which garrisons Manchou- 
kuo, facing Siberia, attempted to 
allay reports of worsening relations 
between Japan and Russia. 

Col. Hasegawa was quoted in 
Axis broadcasts as underlining the 
“incorrectness” of such “rumors” 
and at the same time, it was said, 
“he also pointed to the presence 
of the powerful Kwangtung army.” 

Thus, he concluded, Japan now 
is free for concentrating on “south- 
ern territories,” knowing that _ 
north is well protected by Man 
choukuo. 

In Tokyo the new Foreign Min- 
ister, Masayuki Tani, outlined a 
policy of greater collaboration with 
the Axis and preservation of Jap- 
anese-Russian neutrality. 

German propaganda strove to 
read as much into Tani’s expres- 
sions of Axis solidarity as the con- 
text would permit. 

The tacit suggestion was that 
Japan would attack Russia when 
the need arose under common Axis 
policy.

Hull Asks Japan If It Will Treat 


Prisoners as Well as U. S. Does 


Urgent Inquiry Does Not Threaten Reprisals, 
but Circumstances Carry Im- 
plication of Them. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 18 (AP). 
—Secretary of State Hull urgently 
asked Japan today, through the 
Swiss Government, whether it 
henceforth would grant to Ameri- 
can prisoners of war and interned 
civilians treatment similar to that 
accorded Japanese nationals by 
teh United States. 

Hull made no threat’ of reprisal 
in case of a Japanese refusal, but 
the urgentcy of his request and 
the developments which preceded 
it carried that implication. 

In making public the text of 
Hull’s request, the State Depart- 
ment also released the text of two 
previous messages gent by him 
through the Swiss Government in 
an effort to obtain “full reci- 
procity” in the distribution of re- 
lief among Americans held by 
Japan. 

Efforts. to get food and other 
relief supplies through to Ameri- 
cans held in theh Far East began 
immediately after the Japanese oc- 
cupation of the Philippines last 
spring. The American Red Cross 
at that time tried to obtain the 
Swedish ship Vasaland, then at a 
-| swedish port, to carry relief sup- 
plies to the Far East, but Germany 
refused to permit this ship to leave 
the Baltic. 

Another Swedish vessel now on 
the Pacific coast, the Kanangoora, 


was chartered with the expectation | 


that it could be sent directly across 
the Pacific with supplies. Japan, 
however, refused to permit any 
neutral ship to cross the western 
Pacific and insisted that any re- 
lief supplies must be . relayed 
through Portuguese East Africa on 
the regular diplomatic exchange 
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ships. 
In his message today, Secretary 


Hull said that sufficient cargo 
space was not available on the ex- 
change vessels to permit transpor- 
tation of sufficient supplies to 
American nationals. 

“The Government of the United 
States, therefore, proposes again,” 
his message said, “that the Jap- 
anese Government consent to the 
appointment of a neutral Interna- 
tional Red Cross committee dele- 
gate in the Philippine Islands to 
whom funds might be sent from 
the United States to be used in 
the purchase of local produce for 
distribution among American na- 
tionals in Japanese custody there.” 

He added: 

“The attention of the Japanese 
Government is drawn to the fact 
that International Red Cross com- 
mittee delegates are permitted: to 
function freely in the continental 
United States and the territory of 
Hawaii in the distribution of re- 
lief among persons of Japanese 
nationality detained in the United 
States and Hawaii. 

“The Government of the United 
States desires to know urgently 
whether or not the Japanese Gov- 
ernment will henceforth grant full 
reciprocity in these respects.”

He asserted that ‘the mechan- 
ized army he had seen at Fort 
Benning, Ga., Fort Knox, Ky., and

And specific cases far out- 
weigh general sermonizing or scientific discourse. I agreed to 
co-operate, for I have helped him operate on a number of cases 
and am a great admirer of the fine work he does. Besides, 
through the letters that come to me via this column, I am in 
daily touch with many unhappy and dejected young people 
whose outlook on life would be tremendously changed if they 
could obtain surgical repair of their scars and birthmarks, re- 
ceding chins or crooked noses, cross-eyes or harelips.

I gave her some of the 
ergonality ‘charts and rating scales, including my “Teste for 
eethearts,” Within six months she not only had changed 
herself into a jolly girl, but had several friends and a steady 
escort, who later slipped # diamond on her left hand. But hap- 
piness and popularity.do not result solely from surgical removal 
of scars and blemishes, for many unscarred people are also 
unhappy or ftriendless.

HE'S JUST GOING TO , 
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Children Need Leadership _ 


By Angelo Patri 


N our effort to get away from 

the teacher-dominated class- 

room we have a tendency to 
pretend that children are doing 
the thinking and planning when 
in actuality the teacher is doing 
it, and has to do it. 

Children need leadership, and 
they need to feel the strength of 
authority in their leaders. When 
the teacher tries to hide his lead- 
ership and mask his authority he 
loses both and the children are 
confused. 

In the elementary classes the 
teacher must present the general 
idea and outline the plan. The 
idea must be limited to the under- 
standing and the ability of the 
children. It must be presented 
clearly, in as few words as pos- 
sible. The general plan must be 
laid down in the same brief clar- 
ity. When that is done the chil- 
dren can take the idea away with 
them, think it over, do some plan- 
ning of their own, and, on the day 
appointed, discuss it, the teacher 
leading. 

The circus is a: favorite center 
of interest in the lower grades. 
The teacher cannot say, “This 
month (or week, or term) we are 
going to do a circus,” and leave 
it at that. Neither can she say, 
“We are going to do a circus; 
Manny will be the clown; Eric will 
be a lioh, Susie will be the fortune 
teller.” She says, if she is wise, 
“T thought we could do a circus 
this month. What do you think we 
could do? We can’t have real ani- 
mals and chariots, but we can do 
lots of other things. Think it over 
tonight. Tomorrow we can talk it 
over and make some plans.” 


Now the children know they are 
going to do a circus. know 
they are going to have a chance 
to talk about it; they know, too, 
that they can depend upon the 
teacher to say Yes, if Yes is right, 
and No, if No is the answer to 
their plans. 

They know she will help them 
by showing them how to begin; 
she will help them over the hard 
places; she will keep order and 
make success possible for them,: 


They have confidence in her and 
in themselves because of her 
strength in the background. 

But if the teacher says, “What 
would you like to do this month?” 
and allows the class to offer count- 
less suggestions, some fantastic, 
some possible, some out of the 
question while all the time she 
knows they are going to do a cir- 
cus, time is wasted, confusion is 
multiplied, and the project’gets off 
to a bad start. 

The teacher must begin with a 
definite idea and carry the chil- 
dren along, in the beginning of 
their association. As they learn to 
work together under the teacher's 
leadership, the children will offer 
variations of the main idea, then 
a new idea, and so grow in initia- 
tive and self control and skill. But 
this must be a matter of growth.

HEN substituting strained

water. In baked goods this pre- 
sents special problems, but in 
steWed fruits and puddings it only 
means that a little of the liquid 
used in the eriginal recipe should 
be omitted when honey is used in- 
stead. For example, in the recipe 
below a stiff applesauce is Ca 
sired, so the honey ‘is allowed to 
take the place not only of the su- 
gar but of part of the water which 
would ordinarily be used. With this 
small adjustment honey may be 
substituted cup for cup for sugar, 
because it has just the same 
sweetening power. 

Applesauce Fluff With Custard 

Sauce, 

One pound apples, one-quarter 
cup water, pinch salt, one-quarter 
cup honey, one and one-half table- 
spoons butter, one and one-half 
tablespoons flour, one cup milk, 
two eggs, separated, one-quarter 
cup honey, one-quarter teaspoon 
salt, one tablespoon lemon juice, 
one-quarter teaspoon grated lemon 
rind. 

Peel, quarter, core and slice ap- 


ples. Add water and salt, cover, 
and cook four to five minutes, 
watching carefully and shaking the 
pan from time to time, to avoid 
sticking. At this point apples 
should be mushy. Add honey and 
cook two or three minutes longer, 
stirring occasionally. Chill the ap- 
plesauce. Melt butter in saucepan, 
blend in flour, and add milk; cook 
with constant stirring until mix- 
ture boils and thickens, Pour over 
beaten egg yolks, stir well, and 
return to heat. Cook two minutes 
longer, stirring constantly. Remove 
from heat; add honey, saJt, Jemon 
juice and rind.

Young Mother's Figure

EGION are the young mothers 
who have not been properly 
instructed how to exercise 
after giving birth to their children.

“It was a matter of health 
that I left,” she apologized, “but 
most of the missionaries stayed. 
With my health what it was, it 
was perhaps the wisest thing 
that I did leave, rather than be 
left at my post with no one to 
relieve me.” 

If Japan attacks India, Miss 
Bishop thinks the Indians will 
succumb easily. She said the In- 
dian people feel that any master 
is better than Great Britain. 

“I listened to the short wave, 
to the Japanese propaganda,” 
she said, “and the Japs are con- 
tinually promising freedom to 
the Indian people. But person- 
ally I cannot condemn the Brit- 
ish rule. After all, India had 
peace for years under Britain 
that she had never had before.” 

On the crowded transport, 
which had just delivered troops 
to the Orient; Miss Bishop oc- 
cupied a stateroom, originally 
intended for two people, but 
converted into-a 21-bed dormi- 
tory. She and the 20 other oc- 
cupants of the room slept on 
canvas makeshift bunks roped 
on frames.

“West opened the queen of clubs, 
The king and-ace covered, and de- 
clarer ruffed. Trumps were drawn 
in one round, then declarer laid 
down the king, queen and a low 
spade. When East failed on the 
third round, declarer ruffed a 
spade, returned to dummy with a 
diamond, ruffed the remaining 
club, then went back to dummy 
and led a heart. Now all declarer 
had to do was cover East’s four 
spot with the nine in order to in- 
sure that West would be on lead, 
After winning with the heart jack, 
West could do not better than lay 
down the heart ace, which, of 
course, set up South’s king.” 


I don’t like to play the ingrate, 
because the fact is that I do ap- 
preciate these hands from cor 
respondents, but I fear that the 
declarer in this deal had only the 
foggiest notion of strip and throw- 
in plays. His technique was ex- 
tremely bad, and it was only be- 
cause his right hand opponent, 
East, was asleep at the switch that 
the contract was fulfilled. Surely, 
it should not have taken much 
foresight on East’s part, when the 
heart be finally led from dummy 
after clubs and spades had been 
eliminated, to put up the heart 
queen, thus making it impossible 
for declarer to pass the trick to 
West. 

After ruffing the club, drawing 
trumps, and trying out the spade 
situation with three leads, all de- 
clarer had to do was ruff dum- 
my’s remaining club, return to 
dummy with a trump, and play the 
last spade. Then, in the knowledge 
that West would have to win this 
trick, declarer should simply dis- 
card a heart. West would either 
have to lead a heart up to the 
king, or another suit which dum- 
my could ruff while declarer was 


discarding a second heart. Against 


this eminently direct and .simple 
line of play there could have been 
no defense.
